29—-Howard 
Henninger, accused of the murder of 
his wife, Irene

chanicsburg on February 13, will make 
a fight for his life. 
This was indicat­ 
ed by Henninger’s attorney, John I). 
Faller, at the preliminary hearing at 
the county jail late Monday afternoon. 
Faller intimates that while they did 
not deny that Henninger killed

wife, they did assert that it was justi­ 
fiable. 
It is surmised that the defense will 
endeavor to assemble facts to show 
that Henninger murdered his wife in 
self-defense. 
If this can be done a 
verdict of second degree murder can 
be secured and he will escape the elec­ 
tric chair. 
Justice of the Peace John L. Boyer 
conducted the hearing. 
District At­ 
torney Merril F. 
Hummel presented 
the case for the Commonwealth. John 
D. Faller, counsel for Henninger, ap­ 
peared on behalf of his client. 
Tells of Family Quarrels 
Two 
witnesses

County Detective William Smith re­ 
peated the story of the killing as he 
had gotten it from the prisoner and 
the boy, Percy Myers. 
Edward S. 
Cocklin, chief of the police, of Me­ 
chanicsburg, 
offered testimony 
that 
corroborated that of Smith. 
He said 
that complaints had come to him con­ 
tinually of the family fights in the 
Henninger 
household.

sent at the inquest and described the 
condition of the body.

nesses, asserting that it was only fair 
to the defense

Eighteenth Amendment as “an act 
of a minority/' declared the Volstead 
enforcement a great factor 
in the

characterized 
the 
Willis-Campbell 
bill as “merely the forerunner of the 
Volstead Act, Junior (the 
proposed 
supplemehtal enforcement act), which 
will violate 
every principle 
upon 
which the Government was found­ 
e d .” 


At the close of his speech he intro­ 
duced an amendment to the Enforce­ 
ment Act to permit the manufacture, 
production, use, sale and transporta­ 
tion for beverage purposes 
of beer, 
ale and porter up to 5 per cent elco- 
hoic content and wine up to 14 lier 
rent alcohol in such States as so de­ 
ride by referendum vote. 
The Willis-Campbell bill was re­ 


ceived from the House just prior to 
Senator Broussard’s speech and 
re­ 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee, a 
Subcommittee of which will meet to­ 
day to take action on it.
